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THE COOLIDGE ADMINISTRATIO 


Our democratic friends have been fond of enu- 
nicfating the instance of President Coolidge failing to 
put over his programs in the senate of the United 
States: A large part of the gossip about Coolidge’s 
if@ffeciuality comes from this source. But it seems 
now that the senate has not been so powerful. 

“i: Instead of one of its several aspiring members 
~ atchaprfrom the administration has won the republican 
a id nomination of the republican’ party and 
another member of the cabinet has been put in charge 
of the ‘committee that will operate the campaign. Ai 
Houston this week the chances of the dignified sen- 
ators naming a presidential candidate for the demo 
cratic party are painfully small. In all likelihood the 
nominee will be a governor who has never sat in the 
senate or even taken part in senatorial councils. 

Four years ago a senator from Wisconsin sought 
tc lead a third party movement which if successful in 
puiling over its polic:es as well as it candidate, would 
have made a highly important co-ordinate branch of 
the American government subordinate to the all-pow- 
erful senate. That failed, and the administrative 
and judicial functions of the government were main- 
tained on the parity with the legislative that was in- 
tended by the founders of the nation. 

Harding went from the senate to the presidency. 
Coolidge had enjoyed no such association with the 
elders. His assumption of the presidency was accom- 
panied by a shaking of gray heads in the cloak rooms 
of the upper house and followed by a campaign of 
belittlement. 

But the maneuvers did not produce a candidate. 
' They. produced little but shadows. A popular choice 
will be mace in both parties, and the senate that sits 
next year will Eave to get along with an outsider, 
with what consolation it can derive from the comfort- 
ing presence of Charles Curtis of its body presiding.
